placing of tho Loyalists of the north of Ire­ 
land under tho authority of a Dublin gov­ 
ernment would bo a monstrosity of civiliza­ 
tion. 
Tho Loyalists myst organize and tit 
themselves for the struggle for the mainten­ 
ance of the union, which was only bi ginning 
now, but which he predicted would as*’.uno 
grave proportions.

23.—Not in m any years 
has Belfast witnessed a scone equaling that 
of Mondav upon tho occasion of the visit to 
the city of Lord Randolph Churchill.

Tim streets being blocked traillc was 
entirely suspended, and tor several hours 
the tendency of the moving throng was 
toward the railw ay station w here the people 
wait <1 for several hours the arrival of the 
distinguished visitor in whoso honor they 
had given up tho day. 
t pen tho appear­ 
ance of Lord Churchill at tho station the 
cheering was deafening, and as ho stepj>ed 
into the carnage which awaited him the 
horses 
w ito quickly 
unhitched and 
tho 
vehicle dragged and pushed by as m any 
hands as could reach it lo the hotel. 
In the « veiling tho enthusiasm seemed to 
have increased, and long before the time for 
the in eting tho hall in which Lord Church­ 
ill w..s to speak was crowded to suffocation, 
and a <h*' ring multitude surrounded it. 
W hen Lord Churchill appeared on the plat­ 
form, cheer after cheer was given, and the 
speaker v,a( kept standing seven minutes 
before the tumult subsided sutliciently to 
enable him to bo heard. 
In his speech Lord 
Randolph s tid: 
“ Let. Lb t.T decide whether 
Ireland shall 
remain a part "f the empire." 
Ho denied 
that the l ’arnellifces reprt seated the w ill ci 
tho Iri-h people. 
Mr. Parn ells on * title to 
leadership <>f his party was derived from 
actions < f which neither he nor his followers 
could b * justly proa 1; in playing upon the 
terrors f 1 11* * peasantry and in brutal out­ 
rages upon human beings and dumb annuals.

Churchiit app- aled to all Irishmen regardless 
of creed todeelurs themselves in favor of a 
freer and a closer union. 
If tho appeal 
tailed ho hail faith that tho issue could bo 
sufely left in th * han Is of the people of 
Ulster. 
He believed the storm would blow 
over and th ■ union emerge stronger than 
ever, but if the nation had 
becom .* so 
apostate that it woul I ban t over tho desti­ 
nies of the L o y a lis ts 
to the mercy of the 
Parnell it«, s, there were p le n ty of people in 
England who would stand by tho 
Loyalists 
in this emergency.

TENNYSON SEEN AT HOME. 


AN AMERICAN'S CALL ON THE POET 
LAUREATE AT HASLEMERE. 


The Den In Which He Works—His S h ock ­ 
ing Bad Clothes—Why He Accepted 
Title—His Methodical Daily Life—His 
i Lov e of Seclusion and Habits. 


Tennyson has two homes in the country. He 
Eyes on the isle of Wight in the spring and at 
lemere, in Bussex, during the summer 
are is a-modem gothic house, with 
deep winAjws, “ many angled oriels in 
ffthadowy recesses, and dormers whoso gables 
and 
pinnacles break the 
sky-line 
pict­ 
uresquely. Within ev erything is ordered with a 
quiet, refined elegance. The hall, in spite of its 
richly tesselated pav ement, has a delightful 
sense of coolness in its soft half-light. The lofty 
rooms hav e broad, high windows, the light 
from which is tempered by delicately colored 
hangings; walls of the negativ e tints in which 
modern decorators delight, diapered with dull 
gold, and panelled ceilings of darkly-stained 
wood, with mouldered ribs and beams. 
The poet’s den is 
at the top of the house, 
and as the visitor passes along the corridor 
leading to it he finds the atmosphere heavy 
with an odor which comes not from Arabia, 
but from a white clay pipe well charged with 
American tobacco. 
The poet removes the 
pipe while greeting the visitor, but replaces it 
in his mouth immediately afterwards. 
Ten­ 
nyson is a very irascible man and hates to !>e 
iisturtied during the m orning hours when en­ 
gaged in study, but I do not know whether ho 
ever tears his heir or throw s his books a t his 
servant, as Voltaire did. 
We bave timed our 
visit in the afternoon, when the fioet Is at 
leisure and enjoys the visit of a stranger who 
comes from a distant land to j>ay his r e s is ts 
to the first jxx>t of the age. 
Hut Tennyson is 
not a sociable man and he takes no sjxMial 
pleasure in communion with his fellows. 
His 
happiest hours arc spent alone, in his secluded 
->tudy, engaged in poetical meditation or rapt 
in elvsiun dreams, his pijc always in his 
mouth and a great tobacco ja r on the floor 
beside him.

The poet is tall and slightly le nt by the 
seventy-live winters th at have also left their 
m ark ui» on his whitened hair and leard, both 
of which are long and flowing. 
His eyes are 
large, dark and dream y. 
His m anners are 
shy and awkwad, the result of long seclusion 
from the world. 
Ho wore a suit of badly- 
fitting gray clothes, a loose turned-down col­ 
lar, a carelessly tied cravat, and low, wide 
shoes, made more for com fort than l>eauty. 
He speak - slowly and with great doliIteration, 
in a dull, rolling Saxon accent which m ight 
be called provincial, but his words are well 
chosen and his language relined, plainly show­ 
ing that ho i-« a college m an und the student 
of m any languages. 
Ho is sublimely indiffer­ 
ent so t he ctl'eet that he produces in the eyes 
of the world so far as his personal appearance 
goes. 
Hut careless as he is in the latter re­ 
flect, he is the most fastidious of writers, and 
when lie gives a poem to the world it is as fin­ 
ished and as perfect as the poet can make it. 
He rises early—0 in summer and 7 in winter, 
and breakfasts an hour later. 
A t all meals 
he likes to have his fam ily around him, for 
although he is so cold and indifl’cvent to the 
world in general, he is tenderly devoted to his 
wife and children. 
The fond partner of his 
life, whose sweet faith in his genius is said to 
have in.-pi red him to renewed lnfx» r and 1 
greater n pi rat ions, has been an invalid for 
years, and she can no longer sit by his side in 
his stud} or accompany him in his walks. 
A fter break lust the ) met devotes an h o u rcr 
two to his large correspondence. 
He then re­ 
tires to 1 i,-, study, where he passes the m orn­ 
ing m editaiiag, writing, dreaming, but si 
k- 
mg eternally, except when eating and slivp- 
ing. 
Not withstanding Tennyson’s tenderness as n 
[> *• ‘t , it t ied be oimfessed that lu* i- a cold, un­ 
lovable man. 
He repels rather than seek- 
friendship, w raj is himself in a m antle oi self 
sufficiency and d spi.vs the world which he 
will not enter. 
Itu is the least conventional 
of m en, indeed, be impresses a stranger very 
unfavorably at first by his brusque mid al­ 
ums! rudt maimers. 
His careless dress is not 
ua uT« -‘tation but a genuine eccentricity, riy- 
suiting from an almost eat.tr» .* absence from 
•ity life for many yean. 
THE POET’S LOVE OF SEP Li s; 
\ 
The poet* secluded life in the country has 
made him sensitive to the censure of the 
world, and prevented him from enjoying the 
propor study of m ankind—man. 
His crea­ 
tions arc highly ideal, and as jierfect as art 
can make them, but they are not real flesh 
and blood, Tennyson 
lias not made the reputa­ 
tion on the continent that Byron did. 
lie is 
more 
national, 
and 
takes his 
subjects 
principally from 
English country life, and 
they breathe an ardent lov e for country. The 
poet is v ery fond of out-door exercise, und j 
when not dreaming poetic dreams or working 


beautify the grounds of Haslemere, or stroll­ 
ing in a garden laden in the summer time with 
the odoi-s of new blossoming flowers. 
His 
lov e of seclusion keeps him within his ow n 
grounds, and they are lovely enough to satisfy 
the most poetical soul. 
It is English country 
life th a t has inspired his muse, and not the 
bustling, busy life of London, Livor)x>ol and 
Birmingham. 
His youth was passed amid 
the fens of Lincolnshire, and his earliest 
poems are full of allusions to vales, morasses, 
marshes and other peculiarities of th at i>art 
of England. 
The poems which Tennyson has writen dur­ 
ing the last ten years have not added to his 
fame. 
On the contrary, they have lost him 
m any of the adm irers which he won by the 
beautiful poems produced between his 30th 
and 60th years. 
His English dram as have 
been acted w ithout success and read without 
adm iration, except, of course, by people and 
newspajiers who praise ev erything w ritten by 
an author of established reputation, especially 
when he is a lord, for a nod from a lord is 
breakfast to a snob. 
It is said that Tennyson was induced to ac 
cept the title of lord because of his great 
affection for his eldest son. The rank of 
baron will giv e the young man a considera­ 
tion In the English world which he would fail 
to receiv e as plain Mr. Tennyson, for he 
possesses none of the talents of his father. 
The poet knew full well that no title could 
add anything to the glory acquired by the 
div ine gift of genius, Tennyson is the most 
methodical of men, differing widely in this 
respect from other poets.—Eugene L. Didier 
in New York Work.
